The government will do this, it is 
said, by the simple expedient of not 
permitting Americans to travel on 
the Deutschland. Then, should the 
ship be sunk without warning, which 
would be contrary to all the “hu- 
manity” principles laid down by 
President. Wilson, the United States 
probably will do nothing more than 
inquire as to Great Britain’s method 
of conducting warfare on merchant 
ships. The administration will keep 
Americans off submarines by refus- 
| ing them passports. 

Counselor Polk of the State De- 
partment is himself the authority 
for this last statement. Replying 
to the question as to whether the 
United States government would be 
seriously concerned should the 
Deutschland be sunk without Ameri 
cans on board, Counselor Polk said 
substance: 

“If there were no Americans on 

board 1 don't think we would be 
concerned. We might in- 
quire as to the method of warfare 
nest merchant ships.” 
It was further learned today that 
the German authorities and owners 
of the Deutschland are seriously 
considering the question of taking 
back several passengers to Germany, 
three or four of whom will be 
Americans. Despite their denial that 
they will carry passengers it is feared 
that they have been considering such 
a plan in order to forestall any Eng- 
lish attempt to sink the ship with- 
out warning, as the allied powers 
have threatened to do. 

In official circles there is little 
doubt but that the British will car- 
ry out their threat of sinking the 
ship on sight.

It became known late today that 
several conferences have been held 
here between representatives of the 
Ocean Navigation Company and the 
Krupp Steel Company, and Simon 
Lake, inventor of the submarine. 
This gave rise to reports that a com- 
pany was in process of formation for 
the purpose of carrying on under- 
sea commerce between this country 
and Germany, and that Mr. Lake 
had been invited to accept the po- 
sition of consulting engineer. 

LAKE IN AGREEMENT. 

While no official announcement 
could be obtained from Paul G. L. 
Gilken, the American representative 
of the submarine interests, it is un- 
derstood that plans for the new ven- 
ture will be sent back to Germany 
on the Deutschland.

long delayed, except for ,sporadic 
flashes, suddenly fell upon the Hast 
and Middle West today with a 
vengeance. Except in the lake cities 
or those bordering upon the ocean, 


no promise for cooler weather to-, 
morrow. Many cities report pros- 
trations and there were some deaths. 
New York reported 101 in the streets 
and thirty prostrations. One Chi- 
cago man, visiting there, was driv- 


his brains. 

Chicago street thermometers reg- 
istered 92, but the official figure, tak- 
en in the stiff lake breeze at the 
top of the observation tower, was 
$4. In the suburbs away from the 
saving lake breeze which sprang up 
in the. afternoon, thermometers 
showed 100 and slightly higher. 
Three prostrations were reported to 
the police. This was the _ tenth 
straight day of sunshine, a record 
since October, 1897. 

EXODUS TO BEACHES. 


The heat caused a tremendous 
exodus to the bathing beaches and 
parks and they were thickly popu- 
lated until late tonight. Attendants 
at the new municipal pier say that 
approximately half a million people 
visited that cool resort during the 
day and evening. This is an im- 
mense structure, stretching far out 
into the lake, and has just been 
opened. 

All eastern cities report withering 
heat, not that the temperature is 
unusually high for the season, but 
its sudden arrival is causing much 
suffering. In Cleveland, where the 
temperature was 97, there were 
three deaths and three prostrations. 
Boston had a temperature of 92 
and many prostrations, but no 
deaths. 

Green Bay, Wis., advertised ex- 
tensively as a “cool resort,” showed 
$4 and two prostrations, while Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., another resort, had 
one death, several prostrations and 
outdoor work was suspended be- 
cause of the heat. 

RAINS IN INDIANA. 

Indiana, which has been swelter- 
ing for two days, was relieved by 
heavy rains. One death was report- 
ed at South Bend, in the upper part 
of the State. There were also three 
prostrations, but rain tonight has 
cooled the temperature. 

While the East and Middle West 
were baking a fine brown, the troops 
from those sections who encoun- 
tered fierce heat on their arrival on 
the Texas border were somewhat 
relieved by heavy rains. 

Fresno, Cal., with 108, led the pro- 
cession for high temperatures. Ida- 
ho points, with 102, holding the 
doubtful honor of second. All of 
Canada is hot. Montreal, supposed 
to be cool at all times, reported 90. 
while in the western provinces, 
Medicine Hat, the notoriously cold 
spot in winter, showed 94 and calm, 
just a dead heat that will remain 
until wind arises.

A conference of physicians and 
city officials called by Mayor Mitchel 
was held this afternoon to devise ad- 
ditional means of fighting the epi- 
demic. A special committee headed 
by Dr. Flexner was appointed to 
undertake the work. 

Out of a total of 1440 cases since 
the epidemic developed, there have 
announced by 0 partment of 
Health tonight. 

In 1907, it was pointed out by 
health department officials, the epi- 
demic of infantile paralysis here 
continued throughout the summer 
and until late in September. The 
total number of cases reported was 
2500. There were 500 deaths.

The 
horsemen dart forward at headlong 
speed. Soon they fling themselves 
to the ground and open a rapid fire 
against the enemy. The Cossack 
horses are trained to participate in 
this maneuver and lie down at the 
word of command and form a living 
breastwork for the riders. Under 
cover of the heavy fire from the dis- 
mounted horsemen, the infantry 
lines advance across the interven- 
ing country. 

Men or horses, maddened by ex- 
citement, often refuse to halt at the 
destined position, but tear on 
against the trenches and entangle- 
ments in an unpremeditated charge. 

The Cossacks are being largely 
used in attempts to force glightly- 
guarded river crossings, though the 
Russian pioneers have devised a new 
scheme for the crossing of the in- 
fantry where more resistance is 
looked for.

BRITISH ADMIT

WILL CONSULT 
NEUTRAL BOARD 


Polk Wants Latest Word on 
Deutschland's Status. 


Strictly a Merchant Vessel is

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Al- 
though State Department officials 
virtually are convinced that the Ger- 
man submarine Deutschland is 
strictly a merchant vessel, the ad- 
| vice of the neutrality board probably 


is made. 

Acting Secretary Polk 
today that the ruling would not be 
delayed long, and it may be an- 
nounced tomorrow. It is understood 
he considers that there is nothing 


lacking to establish the Deutsch 
land’s status as a peaceful merchant- 
man and desires to consult the neu- 
trality board in order to give added 
weight to the department's formal 
decision. 
The detailed report of Collector 
Ryan at Baltimore, holding that the 
submarine could not be converted 
into a war vessel without “exten- 
sive structural changes.“ was for- 
warded by the Treasury Department 
today to Mr. Polk. It probably will 
be made public tomorrow. At the 
Treasury Department tonight it was 
said that the collector, the surveyor 
of the port and Capt. C. F. Hughes 
of the navy, who examined the sub- 
marine at the request of the State 
Department, were recorded in the 
report as agreeing that she was in 
every sense a merchant vessel. 


DON’T EXPECT A FIGHT. 


The allied embassies here added 
nothing today to the representations 
they have made. suggesting that the 
Deutschland is a potential warship, 
and Mr. Polk said he anticipated no 
serious opposition from that source 
to the department's ruling. Counsel- 
lor Barclay of the British Embassy 
conferred with the acting secretary, 
but said afterward he had made no 
new representations. 

Diplomats of the allied countries 
received information during the day 
indicating that the Deutschland was 
convoyed from Bremen almost to the 
‘Chesapeake capes by a neutral mer- 
chantman, presumably Norwegian, 
Swedish or Dutch, which aided in 
shielding her from detection by 
enemy warships and also acted as 3 
tender. This information may be 
communicated later to the State De- 
partment and investigation request- 
ed. Allied warships are said now to 
be searching for the convoy ship. 

Various rumors indicating that the 
submarine might have had a convoy 
have reached the State Department, 
but none of them ever was given 
credence. One was that a British 
steamer which put into the Madeira 
Islands had sighted, on June 23, in 
the Atlantic, a large submarine 
bound eastward in convoy of a 
steamer. ‘ 


OTHER QUESTIONS. 


The State Department already has 
begun consideration of questions in- 
volving departure of the Deutsch- 
land. To prevent violation of neu- 
trality by forwarding of military in- 
formation from this country regard- 
ing the Deutschland’s movements, 
officials are considering whether the 
government should prevent dissemi- 
nation of news of her sailing. 

The State Department today 
formally denied published reports 
that it would not be concerned if 
the Deutschland should be attacked 
and sunk in violation of internation- 
al law by hostile warships after leav- 
ing the United States. 

Interest in reports that other Ger- 
man merchant submarines may visit 
the United States was indicated by 
a dispatch sent by the department 
today to the American Consul at 
Bremen inquiring why he did not 
confidentially advise the Washington 
government of the sailing of the 
Deutschland.

IRSHIPS TO CROSS | 
ATLANTIC PLANNED. 


KEEL OF FIRST CRAFT WILD 
BE LAID IN MONTH.

New York Company Expects to 
be Able to Land Passengers in 
London in Thirty Hours—Initial 
Machine will Cost Hundred Ten 
Thousand Dollars. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 12.—To make the 
trans-Atlantic flights to London in 
thirty hours by aircraft, passengers 
to be taken if any can be found 
to brave the perils of mid-air, is 
what the promoters of the Ameri- 
can Aircraft Company say they can 
accomplish. Their office at No. 
120 Broadway contains an elaborate 
set of plans for an aircraft designed 
by Frank Dupree, president of the 
new company. Dupree is a practical 
aeronaut who has flying records to 
his credit, and the machine he has 
designed is the fruit of his expe- 
rience in the air. The officers of 
the company besides Mr. Dupree 
are: Louis Faess, vice-president, 
and H. L. McNair, an attorney, sec- 
retary and treasurer. 

A member of the Aero Club, but 
not connected with the promoting 
company, said tonight it had been 
known that Dupree had the plans 
for a new air craft. 

“It is recognized, of course,” said. 
this man, “that a trip across the 
Atiantic by aircraft is not an im- 
possibility, if certain handicappifig' 
conditions can be overcome. Those 
who have heard of Mr. Dupree's de- 
signs believe that his machine is 
not without its good features. Of 
‘course, if I were planning extend- 
ed flights across the water I would 
talk first about crossing Lake Erie 
before I talked of the ocean, but 
crossing the ocean is not a wild 
dream.” 3 

It is said the keel for the first 
airship will be laid within a month 
and that as soon as it is ready Du- 
pree is prepared to pilot it across 
himself, with or without passengers. 
The machine will cost $110,000 to 
build. It will carry four 300-horse- 
power engines, one of which alone 
would be capable of running the 
machine if all the others should 
fail.

AGRICULTURAL BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE:

WASHINGTON, July 12.—The an- 
nual agricultural bill, carrying ap- 
proximately $24,000,000, was passed 
by the Senate today in virtually the 
same form as passed by the House. 
It contains provisions for Federal 
grain inspection and licensing of 
grain warehouses, and levies a tax 
of 2 cents a pound on cotton soli 
for future delivery. Its passage 
cleared the way for the bis naval 
bill, which was taken up late in 
day and made the unfinished 

business of the Senate.

DYNAMITE PLOT 
TO WRECK TRAIN 


Heavy Charge Exploded Near 
Station at Bellwood. 
Passenger Coach is Rendered 
Unfit for Service. 


Magazine of Powder Com- 
pany Ruined in Colorado. 


FP. NIGHT WIRE.) 

ALTOONA (Pa.) July 14-—Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad detectives are in- 
vestigating today what appears to 
have been a deliberate attempt to 
either destroy railroad property or 
to wreck trains at Bellwood, seven 
miles east of here, late iast night 
and early today. 

Shortly before midnight, while a 
local train from Harrisburg was 
passing a water station west of Bell- 
wood station there was a terrific ex- 
plosion and an investigation revealed 
that a heavy charge of dynamite had 
been exploded with a time fuse. 

They found eighty-six sticks of 
dynamite, done up in packages con- 
taining eight to ten sticks each, 
with fuses attached. They were scat- 
tered over the four tracks and some 
of the explosives were found in a 
water trough between the tracks. 
Shortly before 2 a.m. there was a 
second explosion about 150 feet 
from the Bellwood station. Still 
later there was an explosion of dyna- 
mite in two passenger coaches which 
had been stored for the night on the 
Bellwood division tracks of the 
Pennsylvania at Bellwood. One of 
them was so badly damaged that it 
is unfit for service. An investiga- 
tion showed that the dynamite in the 
cars had been set off evidently with 
time fuses. 

Patrols were immediately sent out 
by railroad officials, and all stations 
in the middle division were notified 
to be on guard. 

All trains east and west were held 


up until the tracks were cleared. 


It was reported early today, but 
not confirmed, that the dynamite 
was placed by two men dressed as 
women, with the aid of accomplices 
hiding beneath a culvert near where 
the explosions occurred. 

The first explosion tore a hole 
eighteen inches deep in the ballast, 
but did no material damage to the 
tracks. 

EXPLOSION NEAR TRINIDAD. 

[BY A. F. DAY WIRE.) 

TRINIDAD (Colo.) July 14.—An 
explosion of one magazine at the 
Du Pont de Nemours Powder Com- 
pany at Augusta, four miles east of 
Aguilar, late today wrecked the 
major portion of the plant, shook 
the town of Aguilar, shattered win- 
dows of houses in the vicinity for 
two or three miles and cut off tele- 


phone and telegraph communication. 


with the plant and near-by stations. 

The explosion is said to have been 
caused by lightning. Whether there 
were any casualties among the eight 
or ten employees believed to be 
working at the place could not be 
learned because of interrupted com- 
munication. 

When communication was restored 
it was discovered none of the em- 
plovees had been injured.

MATAWAN (N. J.) July 123.— 
Two boys swimming in Matawan 
creek today, more than a mile from 


where it empties into Raritan Bay, 


were attacked by a shark. One is 
dead; the other, if he lives, will have 
but one leg. A man diving to re- 
cover the boy’s body had most of 


one leg torn off by the shark and 


died after reaching shore. All day 
there has been a report in Matawan 
that a man named Baldwin was at- 
tacked and killed by the shark at 
Keyport, at the mouth of the creek.. 

Lester Stillwell was the first vie- 
tim. He was 12 years old, the son 
of William Stillwell of Matawan. 
His body has not been recovered. 
Joseph Dunn, 14 years old, was the 
second to be attacked. He is in St. 
Peters Hospital, New Brunswick, 
and may live. W. Stanley Fisher, 25 
years old, of Matawan, with Still- 
wells body in his arms, fought the 
shark for several minutes and suc- 
ceeded in reaching shore, but died 
from his injuries. 

Arthur S. Van Buskirk, whose boat 
was the nearest to Fisher, laid to his 
oars, but was too late. Others who 
were watching from the bank saw 
Fisher pulled beneath the surface 
and saw him beating with his fists 
the big fish that had him by the 
right leg. 

He actually succeded in breaking 
that grip and was floating in the wa- 
ter when Van Buskirk hauled him 
into the boat. From ankle to knee 
the bones of his leg were atripped 
clean. He did not lose conscious- 
ness. Fisher was taken to Monmouth 
Hospital at Long Branch, but died 
soon after his arrival.

Men Accused of New York Theft 
are Piaced on Trial.

NEW YORK, July 12.—Thomas 
Benson and his i. brother-in-law, 
Louis Windler, were placed on trial 
today in the Federal Court on two 
indictments, charging them with en- 
gaging in a plot with Edward J. 

The two 
men are specifically charged with 
the theft on February 26 last of four 
registered mail pouches containing 
bonds, stocks and securities worth 
more than $800,000, and jewelry 
valued at $8000, from a postal au- 
tomobile wagon on a ferryboat 
crossing the river from Communi- 
paw, N. J., to New York City. 

Part of the loot, worth $504,900, 
was recovered by the authorities.

GUARD PEACHES 
WITH SHOTGUNS 


Sawtelle Raids Orchards of 
Soldiers’ Home. 


Veterans Pass the Word and 
Invasion is On. 


Canadians Plan Institutions 
for Their Veterans. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

SOLDIERS HOME, July 13.— 
Martial law has been declared in the 
fruit orchards of the Home and a 
detail of men with shotguns stands 
guard to protect the peach and apri- 
cot trees from raids which the well- 
intentioned generosity of the officials 
precipitated yesterday. 

Having served peaches and apri- 
cots in every conceivable style at 
the mess tables of the Home and 
finding the supply of the great or- 
chards almost undiminished, Quar- 
termaster Murray thought of the en- 
joyment the veterans would get in 
helping themselves directly from the 
trees, so he opened the gates and 
told the old boys to go to it. 

Hundreds of the veterans feasted 
for several days and when they had 
eaten to satiety they bethought them 
of their friends in Sawtelle. Yes- 
terday some of them passed the 
word and there was a wild stam- 
pede for the peach orchards. 

e invaders swarmed into the in- 
They brought buckets and 
baskets and sacks and small wag- 
ons and wheel-barrows and baby 
carriages, and some even parked 
wagons and autos outside the fence, 
into which they dumped all the 
fruit they could get their hands on. 

When the Home officials learned | 
of the raid they sent a detail of men 
to clear the orchards and the guards 
found a wild scene being enacted. 
Men, women and children were 
scrambling for the fruit, tearing 
limbs off in their eagerness to get 
the best and the most. The ground 
was trampled as though a herd of 
cattle had stampeded through and 
the mob seemed bent on the de- 
struction of the place. : 

Now the gates are locked again— 
even to the veterans— for one boast- 
ed of having sold 400 pounds of fruit 
in Sawtelle and others are known 
to have carted away large quanti- 
ties. The eight-foot fence around 
the orchards and the patrol of 
guards again guarantee safety for 
the remnants of the big crop. 

Strange to relate, while other 
communities have a small peach 


crop, it being considered an off-vear,

FACTS REFUTE PROTEST T 
0p STRIKERS TO CITY. 


HARGING that the Municipal 

Employing Bureau is being used 

as a “strike-breaking agency,” 
a party of walking delegates invaded 
the Council chamber yesterday and 
demanded that the bureau be or- 
dered to receive no applications for 
work from men who are willing to 
fill any of the positions made va- 
cant when the longshoremen and 
lumber handlers left their places in 
the harbor district. 

G. F. (Curly) Grow acted as 
spokesman for the labor agitators 
who sought to enlist the aid of the 
city in preventing free workingmen 
from taking places on the wharves 
and in the lumber yards. Grow as- 
serted that the Municipal Employ- 
ment Bureau has been advertising 
for men to work at the harbor, but 
the most heinoys offense which the 
labore delegation laid at the doors 
of the employment bureau was that 


some men who had applied for work 


there have gone to the harbor to 
fill the places vacated by the strikers. 

Councilmen Topham and Wheeler 
and Councilwoman Lindsey asserted 
that the city does not propose to 
take any side in the labor dispute at 
the harbor district but the intention 
of the Council to see that order is 
maintained was reiterated for the 
benefit of the laborite agitators. 

THE FACTS. 

At the Municipal Employment Bu- 
reau the strike order” is posted 
conspicuously on the blackboard in 
a form that complies with the spirit 
and the letter of the State law. This 
law provides that whenever a per- 
son er firm advertises for labor 
which is to be performed where a 
strike or a lock-out is in force or 
on any job that is declared by the 
laborites as unfair.“ this informa- 
tion must be given in the advertise- 
ment. It is also provided that such 
notice must be given the applicants 
for work. 

At the employment bureau quar- 
ters the bulletin is in the following 
form: — 

STRIKE ORDER. 

One hundred and fifty laborers, 

40 cents. an hour. All must under- 
stand that job is within the strike 
zone, and consequently must sign 
our “strike” card.

UNIONITE MISSTATEMENTS. 

H. C. Donoho, district superin- 
tendent of the employment bureau, 
which has been lately consolidated 
with the State and Federal Employ- 
ment Bureaus under the State Labor 
Commission, said yesterday that he 
Was approached some days ago by 
representatives of the unions in an 
effort to dissuade him from supply- 
ing strike-breakers. Mr. Donoho in- 
formed them of the bureau’s attitude 
of neutrality. The delegates de- 
clared that the State bureaus 
operated at Sacramento, San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland do not furnish 
strike-breakers. 

To assure himself on this point 
Mr. Donoho immediately wired State 
Labor Commissioner John P. Mc- 
Laughlin, at San Francisco, and re- 
ceived the following telegram in 
reply:

_ TO BARE BONE. 


Final Figure Thirty Thousand 
Under Last Year. 


Good-sized Fortune. 


And General Fund has a Huge 
Piece Hacked Away. 


The final trimming of the 
city budget for 1916-17 an- 
nounced by the Council Bud- 
get Committee yesterday 
amounts to $448,600, bringing 
the total proposed appropria- 
tiöns for general city purposes 
to $5,668,642 as compared with 
$5,700,000 for last year. The 
additional cuts which various 
department heads were or- 
dered to make in their de- 
‘mands yesterday are:

Following an executive session 
which lasted until nearly midnight 
Tuesday, the Council Budget Com- 
mittee announced yesterday that it 
has at last succeeded in trimming 
the tentative budget for 1916-17 to 
a point under the appropriations for 
last year and, with the exception of 
working out details, the Budget 
Committee has practically finished 
its work. The session of the com- 
mittee behind closed doors was held 
jointly with members of the citizens’ 
committee representing the Chamber 
of Commerce, the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, the 
Realty Board and the Clearing- 
house Association. 

The two big items in the final 
trimming made by the Budget 
Committee at its last session are of 
$150,000 each, and these will be 
made by requiring the City Engineer 
to reduce his requirements $150,000 
and by reducing the general fund 
of the city by a like amount. The 
fire department, which calls for 
about $41,000 salary raises this year 
under the two-platoon ordinance 
‘salary provisions, which are manda- 
tory, will pay $40,000 of this amount 
by a reduction in the number of 
men. This reduction will be made by 
the closing of two more fire houses, 
and which houses are to be closed 
will be decided after further con- 
ferences with Chief Eley and the 
Fire Commission. The park depart- 
ment will give up another $15,000 
and street lighting bills will de re- 
duced $25,000, although the Budget 
Committee does not know just where 
this reduction will be made. The 
public service department will be 
required to gontribute another $465,- 
000 by canceling charges for water 
furnished by the city to the garbage 
reduction plant under the contract 
which was found to contain a “jok- 
er calling for free water. Reduction 
of the forces in the opening and 
widening and street assessment bu- 
reaus will contribute another $3600, 
and the Budget Committee believes 
it can trim the library department 
another $20,000 and still keep with- 
in contract and charter require- 
ments. 

The Board of Public Works is pre- 


paring a report on fhe suggestions 


made by the Efficiency Commission 
for reductions aggregating $329,000, 
mostly in the engineering depart- 
ment. Some of these suggestions 
have already been adopted and 
others will likely be accepted, but 
the exact amount of saving has not 
been estimated.

THIEVES TAKE JEWELRY > 
VALUED AT THOUSANDS. 


ATIENCE was a profit to a gang 
of thieves who laboriougly cut 
their way into the Opal Store, 
No. 348 South Broadway, early yes- 
terday morning, and looted it of jew- 
elry valued by Walton & Co., propri- 
tors, at $12,500. The thieves’ thor- 
oughness extended to the show win- 
dows, from which they ecraped the 
jewelry on display.

Then the men went to the roof of 
the store, gouged a way through the 
root to the ceiling of the storeroom, 
then tore their way through the ceil- 
ing, finally opening an avenue to the 
store. With a rope they descended 
and began the business of stripping 
the showcases of all valuables. The 
freight they carried away weighed 
heavily, as the jewelry was largely 
valuable for the gold and silver it 
contained. | 

Light in the store was obscured by 
throwing a heavy towel over an elec- 
tric light aways burning over the 
safe. The men ripped open a cash 
register and took $25 in money. The 
safe was not attacked.

ATER BOARD FIRM 
IN ITS ATTITUDE. 


REFUSAL TO DIVERT REVENUE 
STRONGLY INDORSED. 


Further indication that the Public 
Service Commigsion intends to 
“stand pat in refusing to divert 
$600,000 from the water revenues 
and apply it on payment of interest 
and sinking fund for the aqueduct 
bonds, was given at Tuesday's scs- 
sion of the commission, when the 
last communication of the Efficiency 
Commission, still insisting that the 
money should be secured from this 
source, was received and filed. There 
Was no discussion, nor was the sub- 
ject mentioned during the remain- 


It was a day of “innings” for the 
commission, in so far as this con- 
troversy is concerned, as it received 
strong indorsement of its attitude 
from the Hollywood Board of Twade 
and the Federated Improvement As- 
sociations. | 

The board of directors of the Hol- 
lywood Board of Trade sent 4 letter 
in which the commission was com- 
mended for its attempts & put in- 
to effect a lower water rate for the 
Hollywood district, and then fol- 
lowed the statement of approval of 
the commission's stand that it can- 
not at present divert water revenues 
without curtailing the efficiency of 
the water system. . 

A letter on similar lines, from the 
Federated Improvement Associa- 
tions, commended the commission 
for its proposed lowering of the wa- 
ter rate throughout the city, and 
for refusing to divért the $500,000. 

R. N. Martin, superintendent of 
county charities, appealed for a re- 
duced water rate for the County 
Hospital on the ground that it cares 
for the city’s patients. The sub- 
ject was referred to the Committee 
on Extensions. 

The commission decided to exer- 
cise an option with Baxter & Jordan 
whereby it will purchase poles to 
the value of $30,177.50 for construc- 
tion of the electrical distributing 
system in the Hollywood district. 

Chief Engineer Mulholland said 
that in order to relieve the distress 
of water consumers in the south who 
are served from systems taken over 
from private water companies, it is 
imperative that 1050 tons of four- 
inch and six-inch cast iron pipe be 
A further 
inducement to make this purchase at 
once is the fact that a raise of $2 
per ton on freight rates is expected 
to go into effect on September 1.

Mrs. Ham claimed the Supervisors 
were negligent in falling to make re- 
pairs to the bridge, through which 
her husband plunged on the night of 
April 12, 1914. 

This suit excited considerable in- 
terest, owing to the prominence of 
Mr. Ham and the fact that at the 
time of the accident he was a pas- 
senger in the automobile of Harvey 
Elder, who also lost his life when

The bridge went 
out January 25, 1914, and was tem- 
porarily repaired, In the big Feb- 
ruary storm the bridge was again 
damaged.

SEA DISASTERS 
COME IN BUNCH. 


California Found with Hole 
Stove in Her Hull. 


Unknown Craft Ashore Found 
on Southern Island. 


{LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LONG BEACH, July 12.—Caught 
in a terrific storm off the rocky coast 
of Mexico and with his leaky craft 
fast filling with water, Capt. Frank 
Paschall and the remainder of the 
crew of the launch Panama, of this 


city, were compelled to abandon 
their ship on the high seas and were 
barely saved from death by the time- 
ly arrival ef the launch Etta Bee, 
according to information brought to 
this port today by Capt. A. E. Blair 
of the launch Freda. 

Capt. Blair, who returned this 
afternoon from a long cruise into the 
Magdalena Bay district, also said he 
believed that the launch in which 
Charles Barden and his unknown 
companion, who set out from Long 
Beach three months ago and who 
have never been heard from since, 
was wrecked upon the shore of one 
of the San Martin Islands, off the 
Mexican coast. 

The news of these lively bits of 
sea tragedy, coupled with the in- 
formation regarding the stealing of 
the launch California from the Fel- 
low’s Boat Company at San Pedro 
and its attempted sinking off the 
harbor early this morning, furnished 
no end of excitement along the local 
water front today. 


ANXIOUS AUSTRIANS. 


Local police were compelled to 
patrol the Western. Boat Works this 
afternoon to keep back the anxious 
crowd of Austrians who gathered to 
See if-any of their countrymen went 
down with the California, a fishing 
ship belonging to Anton Marinco- 
vich, which was towed into this port 
for investigation as to the cause of 
its attempted sinking and possible 
disclosure of bodies. A hole was 
stove in her hull. 

The Galifornia flew the flag of 
the Fishermen’s Fish Company of 
San Pedro and was supposedly 
stolen some time after midnight 
Tuesday. It was sighted partially 
submerged about seven miles out 
from Long Beach early this morning 
by Edward Chalker, who was cruis- 
ing for pleasure. Chalker summoned 
the Alliance from the Dodge Boat 
Works, of this city, and the craft 
was towed in, where it sank in the 
shallow harbor water near the boat 
company’s landing. 

Following the futile search of the 
local police, who entered the hold 
of the boat after it was raised this 
afternoon, to look for bodies, the 
zocal authorities came to the con- 
clusion that the aspiring pirates made 
good their escape in a small row- 
eek usually kept in tow by the 
California, after it; was discovered 
the craft was sinking. The Cali- 
fornia is  fifty-six-foot fishing? 
launch and is valued at $4000. 


DISASTROUS TRIP. 


Capt. Paschall and the remainder 
of the crew of the launch Panama 
are now en route to Long Beach, 
following their disastrous adventure 
off the Mexican Coast, where he is 
alleged to have been carrying on a 
business of transporting arms and 
ammunition to the Carranza forces 
in Mexico from Long Beach. The 
Panama was light when the heavy 
seas struck, according to reports. 
The launch was lost and the crew 
were glad to escape with their lives, 
according to the news from the Mex- 
ican port, where the Etta Bee put 
in after the rescue. 

Although the identity of the craft 


its battered and wrecked condition, 
a launch answering the description 
of the fishing craft engaged by 
Charles E. Barden of No. 1855 At- 
lantic avenue, who, with an unknown 
companion, left Long Beach for an 
angling trip into Mexican waters 
three months ago and who search- 
ers have given up as lost long ago, 
Was reported by Mexican custom au- 
thorities as resting on one of the 
group of San Martin islands, about 
900 miles from this city. 

When Barden left Long Beach he 
announced his intention of cruising 
to the Magdalena Bay district pro- 
viding the weather held good. It 
is believed that his frail craft was 
caught in one of the fierce storms 
characteristic of that section of the 
country and was wrecked by the 
heavy seas somewhere off the rocky 
coast of the San Martins.

An illustra- 
tion of this fact may be found in the in- 
surance business upon which theorists, 
politicians and office holders have cast 
avaricious eyes. The present State in- 
surance law which covers but one branch 
of the insurance business was enacted by the. 
faddists and grafters who swarmed around 
the State administration like flies about 
@ molasses barrel. The law they enacted 
has worked no benefit whatever to those 
insured under it and has been an injury 
to legitimate insurance business. The per- 
sons who have profited by it are members 
of the legislative plunderbund and their 
friends and partners, and they have profited 
so greatly that they ar® now at work pre- 
paring laws to be passed at the next Legis- 
lature, whereby it is proposed to compel 
the insurance with the State of all employ- 
ees receiving less than a stated annual in- 
come, the employer to pay a portion of the 
premium, the employee a-portion and the 
taxpayers about one-half. j 

This programme, say the Insurance 
Federation of California, “is intended to 
be an entering wedge to a general State 
assault on fire, life and marine insurance.” 
What interest has the man who owns a 
bungalow in the fortunes of the owner 
of a ship or a skyscraper that he should 
be taxed to pay a part of the cost of in- 
suring the ship owner against loss by 
storms, or the owner of a business block 
against loss by fire? What financial in- 
terest has the merchant who sells goods 
in the life of the dentist who draws teeth, 
or the artist who draws landscapes, that 
he should be taxed to pay the cost, indemni- 
fying the widow of the dentist or the pho- 
tographer for the loss of her husband? 

The Insurance Federation further says: 
“In its competition with insurers in the 
compensation line, the State unfairly com- 
pels the insurers to contribute through tax- 
ation to the overhead expense of such 
competition, which competition is intended 
to drive these private insurers out of bust- 
ness. The policy is unjust and un-Ameri- 
can. In competition with the private in- 
surers the State exempts itself from taxa- 
tion and from the carrying of reserves, 
which all private insurance organizations 
have to carry. In order to make insurance 


sound, it is right that reserves should be 


carried as a protection against the large 
demands following upon calamities, etc. 
The absence of these reserves in the State 
system means that State insurance is not 
sound or on a businesslike basis. The bur 
den of paying for any large loss or series 
of losses would come back inevitably to 
the general taxpayers, who are already. 
overburdened, and who are under no just 


obligation to carry the other feilow’s in- 


surance for him. 

Why should the State invade the insur- 
ance bisiness at the cost of the taxpayers 
and to the detriment of existing insurance 
companies and their patrons, any more than 
it should invade the department store bus! 
ness or the hotel business, or the barbers’ 
business, or the business of keeping a 
chicken ranch, or any business that is not a 
public utility and that cannot become a 


monopoly? 


In other States which have engaged in 
the insurance business State insurance has 


not been a success except in burdening 


the taxpayers with the cost of maintaining. 
a job lot of politicians who were unable 


or unwilling to work at any honest vocation 


for a living. 

In North Dakota the State insurance de 
partment has not paid on its losses the 
amount agreed as have the private com- 


| Panies. In 1911 it paid only 70 cents on 


the dollar of its losses; in 1912 it paid 
55 cents; in 1913 it paid 88 cents; in 1915 
it paid 75 cents. . 

In South Carolina State insurance has 
driven the insurance companies out of the 
State, compelled citizens to their 
own insurance, impaired the credit of large 
business firms, caused loans to be called 
in and upset commercial businegs gen- 
erally.. 

It is the duty of the business men of 
the State to see that no member of the 
Legislatures of 1915 or 1913 or 1911 of 
whatever politics who voted for laws to 
meddie with busjmess by the creation of 
supervising commissions, or for such laws 
as the compulsory insurance law, shall 
have another opportunity to air his va- 
garies and inflict additional taxation on 
this tax-ridden people, and if such men suc- 
ceed in manipulating the primaries so as 
why, then—what- 
ever their politics—swat them at the polls. 


ACATION SCHOOLS. 

¥ The city Board of Education was wise 
when it found a way to get the better of 
the ruling which threatened to put the 
summer schools out of commission for this 
year, and discovered funds to finance at 
least part of these schools. The long va- 
cation of the schools is one of the tradi- 
tional customs brought down from condi- 
tions long since departed. Pupils of city 
schools, at least, are no longer needed at 
home for the busy season, a very small 
proportion of the children go away from 
home for the summer months, and a stil! 
smaller proportion of present-day children 
need a rest from the daily toil of the class 
room. 

The vacation schools give children who 
would otherwise have no occupation better 
than playing on the street a chance to use 
their time to advantage. In the congested 
districts the youngsters are kept safely and 
usefully employed. Many members of the 
elementary classes make up work on which 
they are back and thus keep up with their 
grades. A still larger proportion do ad- 
vance work which helps them to more rapid 


promotion. 
The Los Angeles and polytechnic high 
schools enable pupils to go on with their

— OF THE AMERICAN 
MARINE. 


Statistics compiled by the National 
Foreign Trade Council show that in the 
fiscal year which ended June 30, 1914, a 
month before the commencement of hos- 
tilities in Europe, foreign vessels carried 
80.3 per cent. of the total value of our ex- 
ports and imports; American vessels 8.3 
per cent.; cars and other land vehicles 11.1 
per cent. 

The larger items of American exports 
consist of grain, meat and lumber which 
are sold for cash to foreign buyers in this 
country. The buyers provide the transpor- 
tation and patronize ships of Puropean na- 


tionality, because of their cheaper freight 


rates. 

The smaller American exports consist of 
manufactured goods marketed mostly in 
South and Central America, Asia and 
Africa. These enter into competition with 
similar manufactures produced in Burope, 
and to insure a market for this grade of 
exports it is necessary that transporta- 
tion cost shall not exceed that of similar 
products reaching centers of consumption 
from competing seats of production. Eu- 
ropean ships being more cheaply built and 
more cheaply conducted, and free from 
constrictive legislation such as our sea- 
man’s law, make it impossible for Amer- 
ican ship owners to compete for this trade. 
Our navigation laws excluded from Amer- 
ican registry vessels built in Europe, and 
when, as in some instances, American cap- 
italists purchased such vessels they were 
compelled to register and sail such ships 
under a foreign flag. 

One reason Wh the owners of English 
ships could underbid the owners of Amer- 


“Ican ships for freight carriage was because 


the tonnage of imports into Europe exceeds 
that of exports, making more cargo space 
available for shipments to neutral mar- 
kets capable of consuming American man- 
ufactures. The National Foreign Trade 
Council state that the more numerous and 
faster lines from Europe to neutral 
kets are due to— ee 
(a) Greater diversification of European 
export trade. 
(b) Larger number of traffic-produc- 
ing ports at which vessels may call in early 
stages of cutbound and last stages of home 


ward voyages. 


(e) Profitable passenger traffic (including 
emigration.) 

(d) Financial support by governments to 
insure communication with colonies or dis- 


tant strategic points. 


The disparity between import and ex- 
port tonnage vitally affects the bharacter 
and cost of the transportation afforded the 
foreign trade of the United States, for it 
means that not all vessels used in trade 
can obtain direct return cargoes, and many 
therefore must load at foreign ports for 
destinations other than the United States. 
For instance, a steamer starting from Sa- 
vannah across the Atlantic with cotton for 
Liverpool is likely to be chartered to carry 
coal from Wales to Argentina to avoid be- 
ing compelled to return to the United States 
empty. If no cargo offers at Argentina 


ports she may proceed in ballast to Chile 
to take nitrate for Europe and thus re- 
main away from the United States indef- 
initely, or until, at some port, a profitable 
eargo to the United States is offered. 
Liners are limited to certain routes which 
they must follow whether they have car 


goes or not, while a tramp steamer may 


take a cargo for any destination offered. As 


the United States Consul-General at Rio 


Janeiro said in a recent report: “A freighter 
follows whatever route insures its receiv- 
ing the highest prices; owners and charter- 
ers maneuver a cargo vessel all over the 
map with that sole end in view.” Or as 
Rudyard Kipling more poetically states it: 
“The liner she’s.a lady by the paint upon 
‘er face, 
An’ if she meets an accident they count 
it sore disgrace, 
The man-of-war’s er husband, and e's al- 
ways ‘andy by, 
But, oh, the little cargo boats! They’ve 
got to load or die! i ;

An American merchant marine suffl- 
ciently large to relieve our exports and 
imports from dependence on foreign ship- 
ping must obey this economic necessity as 
completely as the European shipping now 
carrying the greater part of this trade, for 
American shippers do business not upon 
a patriotic but upon a dollar-and-cent basis, 
and will give freight to the lowest bidder. 
The traffic to and from the United States 
will go to American vessels only if they 
are able to compete with foreign vessels 
on the outer lays of the circuitous voy- 
ages they will be obliged to make in serving 
world commerce generally. 

One of the recommendations of the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Council is the repeal 
or suspension of the seaman’s act, which 
Congress, under the pie-counter pressure of 
President Wilson and guided by the lob- 
bying activities of Sam Gompers, acting 
for the seaman’s union, placed in the Fed- 
eral statutes on November 4, 1915. The 
language test, and the provision for min- 
imum percentage of able seamen among

ployment, have compelled a transfer of our 


Pacific carrying trade with Orient

To secure a prompt and permanent es- 
tablishment of our American merchant ma- 
rine upon a basis consistent with the needs 
of our commerce and our status among 
the nations of the earth, the National For- 
eign Trade Council recommends the estab- 
lishment by Congress of a permanent ship- 
ping board to consist of five men expert- 
enced in shipping and foreign trade as an 


port to 


advisory board to recommend to Congress 


the measures necessary for the mainte- 
nance of United States shipping upon an 
equal competitive basis with other nations. 

The law proposed by the National For- 
eign Trade Council is a wise and timely 
one and should be enacted rather than the 
pending bill which provides that the ship- 
ping board which it creates shall consist 
of the Secretary of the Navy, the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and three civilian com- 
missioners. The Cabinet officers named 
have all that they can do without being 
burdened with the duties of shipping com- 
missioners, and as for the three civilian 
commissioners to be appointed, unless 
President Wilson should make a radical 
change in his practice in the selection of 
“deserving Democrats” for profitable jobs it 
is doubtful whether any of the appointees

The virulence of the epidemic of 
infant paralysis that prevails in 
New York, and the apparent in- 
ability of the health authorities to 
stop the disease has caused several 
of the States to establish a quaran- 


tine against the disease. California 


is already taking such measures. 
The manner in which the disease is 
spread is described by Dr. Simon 
Plexner of the Rockefeller Institute 
for Médical Research as follows: 

“The virus of poliomyelitis or in- 
fantile paralysis exists in the secre- 
tions of the nose and throat (naso- 
pharynx) and in the discharges 
from the intestine (faeces.) Hence 
— mode of spread may be as fol- 
ows: 

“First—Kissing, coughing, sneez- 
ing, which carry the secretions of 
the nose and throat from one person 
who may be infected to other per- 
sons who may not be. 

Since the disease attacks 
preference young children and in- 
fants whose nasal and- buccal 
(mouth) secretions are wiped away 
by mother or nurse, the fingers of 


these persons readily become con- 


taminated. The care of other chil- 
dren by persons with contaminated 
fingers may, therefore, lead to the 
conveying of the infectious micro- 
organism directly from the sick to 
the healthy. 

“This danger also exists in con- 
nection’ with vendors of food which 
is eaten uncooked. The existence 
of cases of poliomyelitis in the 


Homes of vendors of food is, there 


fore, a potential source of danger. 

“Second—Since the discharges 
from the bowels carry the infectious 
micro-organism, they are also po- 
tential sources of infection. From 
that source the dissemination can 


de made in two principal ways: (a) 


by means of the soiled hands of 
parents or nurses caring for cases 
of poliomyelitis, and (b) by means 
of house flies which, feeding on the 
discharges become grossly contaml- 
nated so that by lighting onfood they 
contaminate it, or upon the mouth 
or nose of healthy persons they 
a carry the infection directly to 


“Flies also often collect about 
the nose and mouth of patients ill 
of poliomyelitis unless protected by 
screens. These flies also become 
contaminated and may serve to 
spread the infection. 

“The infectious agent enters the 
body chiefly, if not exclusively, 
through the mucous membranes of 
the nose and throat. : 

“Prophylaxis involves isolation of 
the acutely ill, proper care and 
destruction of the contaminated 
discharges, supervision of persons 
in contact with the acutgly ill and 
of vendors of food, exclusion of all 
flies and general sanitary control of 
the personnel and habitations of 
—— in which the disease ex- 

ts. 

“Poliomyelitis or infantile paraly- 
sis affects chiefly, but not exclu- 
sively, young persons; it may and 
not infrequently affects adults and 
no age is absolutely free of danger 
of infection. 

“Moreover, as indicated, the dis- 
ease is one that can be communi- 
cated by healthy persons who have 
been in contact with the sick, but 
who are themselves well. Hence in- 
telligent measures of prevention 
must take account of and deal with 
those potential carriers of infeo 
tion.” 

Medical science knows but little 
about infantile paralysis. In theory 
it is a germ disease, transmitted by 
unknown c&rriers through the me- 
dium of the nose and throat. The 
germ itself has never been isolated 
and identified; according to the 
physicians it is too small to be seen 
even under the most powerful mi- 
eroscope. No curative remedy has 
yet been discovered nor has a pre- 
ventive antitoxin serum been de 


| vised.

SPORT LOCATION. 


Historic Lot Leased and Deav- 
ereaux is to Erect Stadium 


Stands—Management has Sub- 


lease Privilege and Many Teams 
May Use Notorious Batticfield.

That famous old pigskin battle- 


ground, Fiesta Park, is to be re- 


stored. 

The athletic management of the 
University of Southern California 
has leased the notorious gridiron 
site at Twelfth and Grand and a 
modern football stadium is to be 
erected. 

A. F. Deaveraux, constructor of 
the new Pasadena stadium, at Tour- 
nament Park, has been awarded 
a contract, calling for the renovat- 
remodeling and reconstructing 
the present Fiesta Park grand 
stand. When the work is completed, 
the new stadium is to seat 12,000. 
On each side of the field there are 
seating accommodations for 

The field is to be one of the finest 
in the entire West and is to be 
ready for the opening clash of the 
1916 football season. 

In leasing the property, the U.. C. 
management tied up the privilege 
of sub-letting the gridiron for foot- 
ball contests exclusively, to other 
colleges, high schools and football 


organizations. While the new foot-i 


ball plant is to cost no smal] sum, 
it is the most desirable field in the 
city and for that reason alone 
should prove a profitable invest- 
ment. 

The U.S.C. schedule was com- 
pleted yesterday when a signed con- 
tract was received from the Oregon 
Aggies calling for a game at the 
new Stadium, Thanksgiving Day. 
There are enough open dates on ac- 
count of the out-of-town games on 
the Trojan card to give many other 
Southern California elevens a chance 
to play at Old Fiesta. 

Fiesta Park is the oldest gridiron 
site in the city. While the old Oc« 
cidental field and Boxard field, were’ 
hay-fringed pebble patches, Fiesta 
Park was a full grown athletic park 
with a regular fence on all four 
sides and barb-wire reinforcements 
for a chaser. 

Long before the Pacific Coast 
League appeared on the sport hori- | 


zon, when J. Cal Ewing was dub-f 


bing around with the California 
State League and working six da 
out of the week as a clerk to help 
pay for the uniforms of his players, 
Fiesta was the official ball yard. Be- 
tween the baseball season and the 
two or three games prising the 
Southern California tbhall sched- 
ule, all of Fiesta Park except the 
rocky infield, was used for the cul- 
tivation of vegetables by a “Chink” 
named Fung Lo. 

Busher college boys could not get 
into Fiesta in those days unless they 
paid to see a ball game or got a 
pass from Ed Tufts. When Berkeley 
or Stanford sent a team south all 
the gridiron talent in this end of 
the State was mobilized and the 
game was played in that sacred 
yard, Fiesta Park.

SUM ON PATENT. 


NEW LEASE OF LIFE. 


Inventor Claims Infringement on 
Patent for Fruit Graders and Dis- 
tributors—-Wants Damages and 
Costs—Many Associations Named 
as Defendants. 


The seemingly endless litigation 
in the Fedéral court, involving the 
validity of the Fred Stebler patent 
on orange graders and fruit b- 
utors, which has been on the en- 
dar of the local court for several 
years in one form and another, — 
on a néw lease of life yesterday. 

The hearing of the case brought 
by Fred Stebler against the Porter- 
ville Citrus Association and others, 
asking damages and an injunction, 
was started yesterday by No. 5 Dis- 
trict Judge Trippet. The matter 
will require the attention of the 
court several weeks. | 
More than a year ago Stebler se- 
cured a verdict against George D. 
Porter, who, it is claimed, is behind 
the present defense, for alleged in- 
fringement of the patent granted 
Stebler covering an orange grader 
and distributor, and the judgment 
of Judge Olin Wellborn, In favor of 
Stebler, was later affirmed by the 
United States Court of Appeals. As

CHILDREN NOW 
BEHAVE BETTER 


Police Report Shows Less of 
Juvenile Delinquency. 


Sixteen is Age of Greatest 
Temptation to be Bad. 


Bureau Head Credits Parents 
for Improvement. 


Juvenile delinquency is on the 
wane in Los Angeles. The construc- 
tive methods employed. by Lieut. 
Leo Marden of the Juvenile Bureau, 
in preventing crime among children 
rather than correcting it, is bear- 
ing fruit, as shown in the annual 
report of the department, made pub- 
lic yesterday. Despite the increase 
in population, and the work of a 


greater number of officers, only 1869 
cases were handled for the last fiscal 
year, against 2087 the ‘preceding 


year. 

It ig the first time a decrease has 
been shown in the number of juve- 
nile cases, and because of the grow- 
ing strictness in the watch which 
the police keep over the juveniles 
it was feared it would be impos- 
sible to bring about a reduction in 
the number of cases handled. Chief 
Snively and Lieut. Marden consider 
the report a triumph for the bu- 
reau. 

GIRLS RUN AWAY MOST. 


The analytical table of results 
submitted in the report, shows that 
persons 16 years old are the great- 
est offenders of all minors. Dur- 
ing the year, 292 of the cases were 
boys and girls 16 years old. There 
were 258 delinquents 15 years old, 
and 260 who were 17. The nature 
of the offenses for which arrests 
were made show 745 were for misde- 
meanors, such as petty thievery, and 
344 were for felonies. Sixty-eight 
runaways were caught, most of 
them girls. 

In discussing the success of the 
year, Lieut. Marden said: “It is the 
first time the report has expressed 
what we have been striving to 
achieve since the bureau 
tablished, that is, a decrease in juve- 
nile crime. During the past year 
we have been stricter than ever be- 
fore, but our campaign to educate 
the parents to protect their children 
is at last bearing fruit.

“It is simply that we have shown 
the parents how to protect their 
children. In the past they have de- 
sired to do all they could, but they 
didn’t know how. That is what we 
have done, educated the parents to 
prevent their children from getting 
into trouble.”

EEK OFFICIAL 
OWNER FOR LAND: 


Cofin—Man Given Title, Now 
Wants to Know What He Has. 


Forty acres of land, technically 
described as the southeast quarter of 
the northwest quarter of section No.

The Pacific Coast Stock Exchange 


will open for business today in the 
rooms formerly occupied by Logan 
& Bryan on the ground floor of the 
Bradbury Building. This is the 
third exchange to be started in Los 
Angeles in the past six weeks, the 
other two being the Los Angeles 
Curb Market, and the Los Angeles 
Mining Stock Exchange. 

The latest addition to the many 
exchanges now operating in this 
city, according to the printed an- 
nouncement of its promoters, evi- 
dently has no use for the stock bro- 
ker, as the new exchange will be 
run without such a person, usually 
considered essential by regular stock 
exchanges. The Pacifie Coast Stock 
Exchange will have no members and 
anyone with a trade to make will 
have all the privileges of the floor: 
All transactions will be made strict- 
ly on a cash basis, and at a regular 
commission rate, which ig paid to 
the exchange, 

The above statement of the pur- 
poses of the new organization is tak- 
en from a ~rinted circular put out 
by the promoters. What is puzzling 
some is, who is to get the commis- 
sions on stock sales if there are no 
me of the exchange, as is 
stated in the circular? The circu- 
lar is specific in its remark that 
there will be no members of the ex- 
change, and then goes on to gay 
that a commission shall be charged 
on all transactions, which ig to be 
paid to the exchange, : 

Whether the latest financial 
terprise to be attempted here will 
have a successful career remains, of 
course, to be seen. With the reg- 
ular Los Angeles Stock Exchange 
having a hard time creating busi- 
ress, it is difficult to understand how 
three other stock etchanges can 
be become very prosperous in a field 
admittedly poor for stock and bond 
promotions,

When the 
entry was made, government experts 
visited the land and reported that it 
was chiefly valuable for mineral, in- 
cluding oil. 

Under the present law applying ia 
such cases, the entrymen may exer 
cise what are known as surface 
rights on the land, for farming or 
other purposes, but they are 
estopped from drilling for oil. If 
within the ensuing thirty days these 
entrymen do not elect to take the 
land under the restriction named, 
the land reverts to the government.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS TO 
‘HEAR SUGGESTIONS. 


for Moter-driven Vacuum Clean- 
ers Which Promise to Do Work 
Much Cheaper than Flushers. 


Revision of the city’s specifica- 
tions for motor-driven vacuum 
street cleaning machines to be 
rented on a yardage basis will be 
discussed this afternoon at a con- 
ference between the Board of Pub- 
lic Works and a special committee 
of the Municipal League consisting 
of Samuel Storrow, A. M. Dunn and 
Seward C. Simons.

Some eight 
or more suggestions for changes in 
the specifications will be offered at 
the conference this afternoon. 

The Board of Public Works re- 
ceived several informal petitions

sprinkling. The petitioners were in- 
formed that one of the suggestions 
for budget-trimming made by the 
Efficiency Commission calls for still 
further curtailment of street sprink- 
ling operations and there may be 
even more cause for complaint later 
in the season.

BORDWELL OUT 
FOR SENATOR. 


Former Judge Makes Known 
His Candidacy. 
Important Meeting Today of 
County Republicans. 


To Name Only Loyal Party 
Men on the Committee. 


Attorney Walter Bordwell, for- 
mer Superior judge, is a candi- 
date for the Republican nomination 
for United States Senator. His nom- 
inating petitions were placed in cir- 
culation vesterda, afternoon. He 
declared he was not responsible for 
their initiation; that he has no po- 
litical ambition and really does not 
want to make the personal sacrifice 


attendant on a campaign. That he 
gave his consent for the circulation 
of the petitions and that such an 
act is tantamount to avowing him- 
self a candidate, he admitted. 

The law permits any five electors 
to circulate a petition for the nom- 
ination of any candidate providing 
they have the consent of the pro- 
posed candidate. The men who se- 
cured Mr. Bordwell’s consent are 
Thomas Hughes, who was a United 
Republican candidate for delegate to 
the Republican National Convention: 
George H. Woodruff, Edgar Wardell, 

. W. Deyoe and Byron Erken- 
brecher. 

“I have never declared myself a 
candidate,” Mr. Bordwell said. “I 
have never expressed a desire to be | 
a candidate. On the contrary, I 
have endeavored to impress my 
friends that I have no political am- 
bition. I would not be willing to 
make the personal sacrifice unless 
it seemed to be reasonably required 
in the interests of the party.” 

Many leading and level-headed 
Republicans, several of them friends 
of Mr. Bordwell, expressed the opin- 
ion last night that his candidacy 
would have the effect of dividing 
and defeating the Republican party. 
None of the men comprising his 
nominating committee is prominent 
in the Republican party. 

In talking over the situation last 
evening Mr. Bordwell said: “I am 
the most indifferent candidate you 
ever saw. I do not mention the 
matter myself. It was represented 
to me that it was necessary that I 
be a candidate in order to defeat 
Hiram Johnson. Can Willis Booth 
beat Hiram Johnson? That is the 
question.“ 

In response to the remark that 
many Republicans feared his enter- 
ing the race would split up the Re- 
publican forces and enable Johnson 


to walk off with the prize, Mr. 


Bordwell said: 

“If my friends come to that de- 
termination they can tear up my 
nomination papers; I don't care. e 
have a week to think it over.” 

Still another candidate for the 
United States Senate developed yes- 
terday when George 8. Patton, a 
prominent Democrat, announced he 
would make the race. His decision 
was reached after a conference with 
Charles Fay of San Francisco and 
other prominent Democrats. Mr. 
Patton is well and favorably known 
in the south, having resided here 
many years.

LAN DEVELOPMENT 
OF FARMING LANDS. 


STATE BUREAU TO ENCOURAGE 
COLONIZATION. 


Colonization problems will be 
very important factors in the de- 
velopment of this State during the 
next quarter of a century. Dr. 
Elwood Mead, chairman of the Cali- 
fornia State Commission on Coloni- 
zation and Rural Credits, said last 
hight at a conference with the Im- 
migration Committee and the Voca- 
tional and Educational Committee 


of the Chamber of Commerce. 

Other speakers at the meeting in- 
cluded David N. Morgan, secretary 
of the commission, and Frank Ad- 
ams, who is conducting irrigation in- 
vestigations in this State for the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Dr. Mead urged the Chamber of 
Commerce and all business men in 
this city to support a campaign to 
stop the fraudulent operations of 
real-estate men who have been re- 
sponsible, through their misrepre- 
sentations when selling land, for the 
failure of many colonization proj- 
ects. He said also that the land 
owners and the government should 
assist in this work. 

“We are devoting our attention to 
this colonization work because it is 
of vital importance to the develop- 
ment of California,” said Dr. Mead. 
“The success of our movement ill 
help solve one of the most impor- 
tant economic and social problems 
that confront this country, because 
the success of the farmer will help, 
in a great measure, the growth of 
our cities. 

“Therefore we must evolve a sys- 
tem in this State that will make land 
settlements safe ahd profitable for 
the man who invests his money in 
our farms. The success of the land 
owner will depend largely on his 
first year’s profits. On this account 
we shall have to consider an organ- 
ization for the preparation of land 
for the new settler. Unless such a 
plan is launched we shall not be 
able to carry on this great work of 
developing land in this State. 

“Agricultural departments and 
railroads in other countries have 
realized the great advantage of help- 
ing the small land owners and have 
established systems to extend them 
credits to aid in the development of 
their projects.”
